SPENCER AND THE NEWSPAPERS. 
An impression prevails in the minds of 


some people that the newspapers were aware 
of the real condition of the State Savings 
Bank a long time before the actual collapse, 
and chat they shirked their duty to the de- 
positors by neglecting to make public an ex- 
pose of the mismanagement and dishonesty 
which characterized the conduct of the 
President of the concern. 


Tun Turan is not singled out in this 


charge, but the same allegation is made gen- 
erally against all the Chicago newspapers; 
and we have no doubt there are some people 
who, without believing the newspapers 
knowingly and purposely suppressed an ex- 
posure of Spsncer and his frauds, still cred- 
it the papers in a general way with believing 
the concern was bankrupt, and withholding 
this opinion. Tue TIA UN can only speak 
with cértainty for itself in this matter, but it 
imagines that no newspaper in Chicago had 
any information, up to within a few 
days of the assignment, which would 
have warranted the publication of any 
assertions affecting the bank’s solvency 
or Srzncen’s personal integrity.

If those persons who are inclined to sus-

There were a number of 
gentlemen connected with the State Savings 
Institution who are not suspected of having 
been in collusion with Srrycer. We may 
mention Dr. Smrrs, the Vice-President, 
Daxret Goopwim, Jr., attorney, one of the 
Trustees, and Judge Grant, one of the legal 
advisers. These gentlemen were certainly in 
a better position to know what was going on 
in the concern than any outsiders, whether 
newspaper-men or bankers. They had ac- 
cess to the books, were present at meetings 
of the Board of Trustees, were in daily in- 
tercourse with Sprncer, were personally in- 
terested in having an honest and judicious 
administration of the bank’s affairs. If such 
persons were ignorant, almost up to the very 
last moment, of the rascality of the manage- 
ment, and the extent of the bad invest- 
ments that had been made, -how can 
it be supposed that any newspaper, 
or its representatives, having no access 
to the books and no facilities for examining. 
the assets, should be aware of the rottenness 
of the concern? The bankers of Chicago, 
whether National, State, or Savings, had not 
such information or suspicion of the institu- 
tion as warranted them in hinting to the 
public that a bad failure might be expected 
at any moment, notwithstanding their more 
intimate relations with the institution; then

Indeed, the newspapers are more 
fairly open to the criticism of cutting too 
closely and diving too deeply in private and 
business affairs than to complaint because 
they do not recklessly give currency to all 
the street rumors and club gossip that come 
to the ears of their reporters and representa- 
tives. 

The assignment of the State Savings was 
made on a Tuesday, and published Wednesday 
morning. We do not believe that any news- 
paper could have safely attacked the credit 
of the institution before the preceding Fri- 
day or Saturday. when the rumors of trouble 
| began to take form aad circulate. Even 
then Srzncer gave the most emphatic denial 
to the reports, and insisted that the bank 
could and would go right along, and the pub- 
lic announcement of an inevitable collapse on 
either day would. have been risky business. 
But wherein would such a publication have 
helped matters, if it had been then made? 
What good would it have done had Tue 
Targoxx, in case it had been in possession of 
information to warrant the statement, an- 
nounced on the previous Friday or Saturday 
that the State was weak, and likely to 
close any day? Such news would not have 
benefited any depositor one penny, but 
might have gotten Tun Trisune into serious 
trouble. Suppose, acting upon some street 
rumor, Tae Tano had expressed its 
opinion at the time of the July 
run on the Chicago savings banks 
that the ‘‘State” was in danger. Such 
an announcement would only have 
brought on a panic at that time, might have 
dragged in other banks that are solvent, and 
in the end would only have anticipated in 
the case of the State Savings the events of a 
month later without changing the result. In 
one word, it is the province and duty of a 
newspaper to chronicle facts and events as 
they happen, and not to traffic in predictions 
or reckless rumors affecting private business ; 
but, in the case of the State Savings Bank, 
there were not even rumors well enough 
defined to justify repeating in private con- 
versation, so far as Tue Trisvne knows, un- 
til within a few days of the collapse. If any 
other of the newspapers of Chicago had ad- 
vance information of the real condition of 
the bank under Spencer's management, they 
must speak for themselves. 
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THE PROLETARIAT AND THE TAXPAYER. 

About the only conspicuous feature of lo-

The success of a Working- 
men's ticket, so-called, in Cook County would 
not bring the Communists of the country 
any nearer to.the realization of their Utopi- 
an fancies of a compulsory eight-hour law, 
of making employers responsible for all in- 
juries to employes, of imprisonment for 
failure to pay wages, of an absorption by 
Government of all the railroads, steamboats, 
telegraphs, factorſes, etc., and of the adop- 
tion of a universal system of dividing profits 
among the laboring classes. The Commu- 
nists will have to seize the whole country be- 
fore they can put these theories into prac- 
tice; but, like all other ambitious parties, 
they look to success in local elections as pre- 
liminary and essential to the national 
scheme. Meanwhile, they manifestly con- 
template the local application of their doc- 
trines as far as they can bring it about. 
For instance, the possession of the County 
Government would enable them to vote 
moneys more liberally than ever for public 
improvements and for distribution among 
the eleemosynary institutions supported 
at the county’s expense. That all this 
is in view may be confirmed to some 
extent by citing the significant fact that in 
all the meetings and conventions held by the 
so-called workingmen of Chicago there have 
been no utterances on behalf of the taxpay- 
ers, and no expression of a disposition to 
inculcate more honesty and retrenchment in 
the management of county affairs, which is 
the chief aim of all taxpayers and good 
citizens in the coming elect‘on. 

If we were to judge merely by the rela- 
tive demonstration of interest and numbers, 
the so-called workingmen’s meetings in Chi- 
cago would indicate that the movement will 
be formidable. But it must be considered 
that this movement is in the hands of idle 
demagogues who have nothing to do but 
agitate and organize meetings; that the re- 
cent labor troubles and present unemployed 
_condition of large numbers of laboring-men 
afford an unusual opportunity for numerous 
and well-attended meetings; and that 
all new political movements . exhibit 
in their inception much greater energy than 
the old and established organizations. These 
circumstances, along with the fact that pre- 
vious movements of a similar nature dis- 
playing much preliminary force and energy, 
have flattened out into nothingness when the 
election came around, have a tendency to 
moderate public apprehension. At the same 
time, it is proper to keep in mind that the 
purpose of the proletariat and the interest of 
the taxpayer are opposed one to the other, 
as the Communists have confessed over and 
over again by their platforms and in their 
conduct during labor troubles. The organ- 
ization of the so-called workingmen under 
the auspices of the Communists ll include 
virtually the same material which made up 
the strength of the People’s Party that ob- 
tained possesion of the City Government 
four years ago, though the basis of organiza- 
tion is different; and the results of a suc- 
cessful movement upon the County Govern- 
ment will be as disastrous to property-owners 
and taxpayers as the People’s Party proved 
to be. 

One thing is very certain in connection 
with the local organizations of workingmen. 
They are all in the hands of demagogues. 
The result may be that the workingmen who

GREENBACKISM AGAIN. 

It has been some time since we have had 
in Chicago an old-fashioned, square-out, flat- 
footed advocacy of the simon-pure grecn- 
back paper-money doctrine ; and Sam Cary's 
speech, though old and familiar, was a relief 
to the finer-spun, though hardly less irra- 
tional, doctrine of the latter-day parents of 
the rag baby. The fact that this venerable 
bumbug can earn a living as itinerant orator 
on this subject is evidence that there is still a 
large body of people who agree, or think 
they agree, with him in the financial policy 
he advocates; and because of this we again 
ask attention to a subject on which so many 
‘people think deeply and, though honestly, 
mistakenly. 

The doctrine taught by Cary and his 
school proceeds upon the theory that money 
is a mere legal creation; that it is not 
essential that money shall have any in- 
trinsic value; that all that is necessary to 
create money is for the Government to stamp 
any material, declare it to be money, and it 
becomes money; that this legal money, 
whether it be of paper, leather, gold, or 
silver, can have no greater value than the 
Government places on it, but that it must 
have that value under all circumstances. 
Thecustom—universal, we believe—has been 
in the issue of paper money to recite thereon 
a “promise to pay” a certain sum; the 
greenback, for instance, is a promise to 
pay” a stated number of dollars, supposed 
or assumed to be coin dollars. Of course, 
if the Government by mere force of law can 
create dollars, then the process of issuing 
promises to pay dollars is useless. Why 
not issue the paper dollars direct? Mr. 
Cary took the plain position that a promise 
to pay debts in gold when there was no 
gold was a cheat, a delusion, and a snare.” 
“If there wasn’t gold and silver to 
transact the business of the country, 
promises to pay gold and silver were 
a cheat and a swindle, he didn’t care who is- 
sued those promises.” ‘‘ Nobody wanted 
gold at all; it was the most utterly valueless 
metal ever dug out of the earth, and fit only 
to make trinkets, idols for the heathen, and 
to fill teeth.” ‘* Instead of issuing promises 
to pay in gold, let the Government issue this 
formula: ‘ This note is a legal tender for 
debts and taxes within the limits of the 
United States. Instead of the greonback 
promising to pay ten dollars, it should recite, 
„This is ten dollars, with the addition of 
being a legal tender. This is the currency 
which, being thus stamped by the Treasury, 
would have the value of ten dollars, would 
never have to be redeemed, would be 
„% money capable of being manufactured 
without limit, and be abundant and 
cheap. Having discarded metallic money 
as wholly useless, and asserted the 
superiority of paper dollars,—which are their 
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rated how abundant money 
would become and how cheap it could be 
had. In all this kind of argument the point 
is carefully ignored that, while a Govern- 
ment may, under certain circumstances, 
make its own promises to pay a legal tender 
in the payment of debts, there is no power 
to compel a man to take such money 
in exchange for labor or merchandise. While 
a man may be compelled to accept the paper 
in payment of a debt, and while a workman 
may be compelled to accept such paper at its 
face value in payment of a week's or a 
month’s wages due him, there is no power to 
compel the butcher or the grocer to take the 
money in exchange for meat, or bread, or 
groceries. While the workman is compelled 
to take these dollars at full valuation, he 
cannot compel any man to take them in ex- 
change for goods except at whatever value 
the grocer may choose to give them. While 
the paper dollars may be forced upon 
persons in payment of debts at 100 cents, 
they may be available only to purchase food 
or clothing at 75, 50, or even 25 cents. 
So long, then, as paper money cannot be 
made exchangeable for merchandise except 
at just so much as a man chooses to give for 
it, the Government stamp and the law mak- 
ing it a legal tender must fail to give to it 
the least purchasing power. 

All the Greenbackers profess to favor 
the remonetization of silver, and Cary 
urges that greenback dollars be issued; that 
silver be purchased by the ton, then coined, 
and all the bonds paid off. Silver has a 
value in gold; greenback dollars (not prom- 
ises) would buy no more silver than could be 
bought with the gold that couid be obtained 
for the greenbacks. If greenbacks were 
worth 50 cents in gold, they would purchase 
no more silver than could be purchased with 
50 cents in gold. If asilver dollar was worth 
95 cents in gold, and greenbacks were worth 
47$ cents, it would take two paper dol- 
lars to purchase one silver dollar. But 
the paper dollars having no future value, 
having no future redemption in coin, 
would not purchase silver or anything else. 
The Empire of Hayti is the only country 
that has paper money such as is advocated 
by Cany. They discard gold and silver, 
and have paper dollars created by law. It 
takes $3,000 of that currency to purchase a 
pair of shoes, und an American recently 
there was offered a package of cigars for 
$2,000 Haytien dollars, or a silver half-dollar 
of the United States. Money in Hayti is a 
legal tender, is abundant, and so cheap that 
it can be borrowed without interest. 

The issue of any such money would have 
the effect of driving out of circulation every 
form cf metallic currency; the silver, if 
coined at all, would be exported as bullion, 
and, though men might get $10, $20, or $40 
a day wages, the currency would not pur- 
chase as mych food or clothing as a single 
silver dollar. Cheapening the money does 
not increase wages; paying a man three 
paper dollars worth 25 cents each is not an 
increase of wages over one dollar worth 100 


Another argument is, that, if greenbacks 


, were made receivable for duties on imports, 


then there would be no further use for gold 
for any purpose, and greenbacks would be 
worth more than gold. The Government use 
for gold is very slight compared with that de- 
manded by commerce. We import and ex- 
port annually merchandise to the value 

$1,200,000,000. The men who export 

their goods abroad and have to their credit 


there $650,000,000 of gold. The men who 


import have to pay $550,000,000 in gold in 
Europe for what they buy. The importer 
sells his greenbacks and buys gold exchange 
from the exporter ; if he cannot get exchange 
he buys the gold and sends that to Europe. 
If the exporter cannot find a sale for his ex- 
change on Europe, he has the gold sent out 
to him, which in time he sells for green- 
backs. Thus in the course of a year green- 
backs are bought and sold for gold at the 
rate of 4, 000. 000 a day, or to the amount of 
$1,200,000,000 a year. Greenbacks, except 
previously sold at their valuein gold, are not 
available in these immense commercial 
transactions. Leaving the Government out 
of the case altogether, admitting that the 
Government should never require the use of 
a dollar in coin for any purpose, the whole 
foreign trade of the country wili require the 
purchase of gold with greenbacks, or the 
sale of gold for greenbacks, to the amount 
| of $1,200,000,000 4 year. And yet the 
Greenbackers assume that the country has 
no use for a metallic currency, but may 
transact all its business in paper dollars nev- 
er to be redeemed. 

Notwithstanding the notorious falsity of 
all the assumptions, the glaring absurdity of 
all the arguments, urged in behalf of this 
paper-money system, this mountebank, dem- 
agogue, and brawling ignoramus, Canv is 
able to find men willing to chip in' their 
money to pay him for preaching this non-

FUNDS FOR THE CITY-HALL BUILDING. 

We make room for, and ask public atten- 
tion to, a communication on the subject of 
raising money to pay for building the City- 
Hall. A tax levied in April, 1878, eee 
ing purposes will not be available as revenue 
before September, 1879, and money cannot 
be raised by the issue of city certificates. 
The writer suggests a plan for raising over 
$100,000 annually for this building fund. 
He writes as follows: 

Wo the Editor of The Tribune. 

Curcaco, Sept. 15.—The estimated cost of the 
Court-House building. including both the city and 
county wings, was, two years or more ago, some- 
thing lees than $2,600,000. This would leave rs 
the cost of the city wing 81. 300. 000. Since that 
time there have n changes in the original plan, 
both as to materiale and design, increasing, possi- 
bly, the cost, but thie has been more than offset by 
the great reduction in the cost of labor and ma- 
terials. The city has a fund of $650,000 
received from the State set apart for 
the construction of thie building, and this 
will leave as the sum required to be raised 
by taxation to finish the City-Hall about $650, 000. 
I suppose that to raise this sum there will be a tax 
laid auhually of $150,000 to $200,000. The cost 
of collecting, including the log es and the in- 
terest on the deferred revenue, require a levy 
of from 15 to 20 percent additional to cover the 
costs and deficiencies in collecting the sum or 
revenue to meet the appropriations. Now, cannot 
this revenue be collected, or at least part of it, 
without any cost or loss, promptly, and without 
any grievance to the general public? I thiak it 
can. 

There are in this city 2,700 places licensed to 
sell liquors. About one-third of these sell nothing 
but beer and wine, though they may sell all other 
forms of drink. The other 1, 800 sell spirituous 
liquors. All these establishments pay the same 
rate of ticense—$52 a year. Now I propose that 
the City Council shal) classify these establishments. 
1. thoee which shall be licensed to sell beer 
and wine exclusively; 2, those which shall 
be licensed as now to sell all kinds of 
liquors. Let the Council then fix as the 
rate of license fon the first class $30 each, 
per annum, apd for the second class $100 per 
annum. and provide that of the revenue from the 
first class, 25 per cent, and of the revenue from 
the second class, 50 per cent shail be applied 
exclusively to the cost of building the City-Hall. 
Assuming thatthe number of saloons be the same 
as now we will have as an annual revenue from 

Saloons applicable to the City-Hall Fund as 
} fetto~w. 


900 licenses at $15 each 
1, 800 licenses at $50 each 
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It mignt be stipulated or understood that this 
increase of license rate was made for special 
revenue to build the City-Hall, and was to be dis- 
continued when revenue for that purpose should 
no longer be required. It might be further pro- 
vided that a special license of $10 for each billiard- 
table and $5 for each pool-table should be paid, 
and that the revenue from these sources should be 
added to the Special Building Fund. 

I am prepared to believe that the great majority 
of the proprictors of the saloons will cheerfully 
respond to this additional license for this specific 
purpose. This addition to the deer and wine sa- 
loons will be but $8 a year each, or somethiny less 
than 15 centaa week each. The other saloons wil! 
have o pay something less than $1 each per week 
additional, for which they will have the privilege 
of selling spirituous liquors given to them exclu- 
sively. I do not believe the proprietor of a 
reputable saloon in the city will object to the extra 
license for this special purpose. No persons will 
rejoice more than they will if the increased license 
close up all the low, disorderly establishments 
which tend to disgrace the whole trade. 

The special fund of over 5100. 000, being coi- 
lected annually, without any cost for collection 
and without abatements of any kind, will redace 
the sum to be raised annually by taxation to a very 
moderate figure, say from $25,000 to $50, 000. 
i commend this subject to the considcration of the 
people, the Council, the workingmen, and all 
others interested. City- Ha... 


THE REPULSE AT PLEVNA. 

Thus far the Russian storming parties at 
Plevna have accomplished little or nothing. 
The operations there 1esemble in some re- 
spects the foolhardy and wasteful attacks of 
Suteman Pasha on the Schipka Pass. In 
both instances the prize to be gained was a 
tempting one, but in both also it was hang- 
ing out of the reach of ordinary human ef- 
fort. Tentative movements might have dis- 
closed the real strength of the enemy in 
each instance, and saved many lives as well 
as preserved the morale of the attacking 
armies. The Russians before Plevna must 
suffer not merely from actual casualties in 
the field, but from a disheartening feeling 
among the soldiers that Fate itself is against 
them. 

If there is one lesson this war has taught 
more offectually than any other it is the de- 
cay of the old method of carrying intrenched 
camps by storm. Mere enthusiasm is but a 
poor substitute for strength, and the glory of 
dying in the front rank does not compensate 
for its disadvantages. Naked valor and elan 
cannot carry the day against an army under 
cover with breech-loaders in their hands. 
The slaughter before Plevna in the various 
attacks during the last ten days must have 
been frightful. Col. WIr says that 
the Grivica redoubt visited by him was 
heaped full of dead and wounded, and this 
was, at last accounts, the only position which 
the Russians had been able to hold. This 
reads marvelously like the story of the first 
battle of Plevna. 

If the Russians do not soon retrieve them- 
selves, they must give up all hope of carry- 
ing Plevna with the present force at their 
command. Indeed, it looks now as if they 
had already arrived at this sensible conclu- 
sion, and resolved to mask the town until 
the army of the Czarowitch is either re 
leased or driven back. Meanwhile, all per- 
sons interested in the war will wait with 
anxiety for reports from the Jantra and the 
Lom. The junction of Sergiu and Mr- 
HEMET may be effected at any’ time, anda 
pitched battle will follow between them and 
the Czarowitch. It is likely to be a Sedan

DOCTRINES OF PRE-EXISTENCE. 

We have printed on successive Sundays 
articles from the London Spectator on Im- 
mortality, and answers thereto of W. R. 
Gree and others. A cognate subject, pos- 
sessed of an interest almost as fascinating, 
is the doctrine of Pre-existence propounded 
by the ancients and entertained, with a cer- 
tain secretiveness perhaps, by a vast number 
of moderns. A writer who t ta be glad 
to give his name to the world, But does not, 
treats the subject exhaustively in the last 
number of the Penn Monthly, reviewing the 
field from the early days of Buddhism and 
Brahmanism to the modern period of Ep- 
wakp Bescuer. The doctrine traveled, it is 
well known, from India to Greece, where it 
was entertained by Pyrmacoras and Paro, 
andefterwards by Piotinus and PRoc.vs. 
Thence it passed over to Judaism through 
Putio0 of Alexandria, the Pharisees, and the 
Doctors of the Kabbalah, and to Christian 
Theology through the Alexandrian Gnostics 
and OgicEn and his school. 

The reviewer observes, in a prefatory 
way, that the docrine of Pre-existence 
is intimately associated with the doctrine 
of Immortality. Both imply a certain 
quality of prominence in spiritual essence. 
„Where is our human dignity if we are 
but the upstarts of yesterday? May not 
that which so recently was not, with equal 
right as soon lapse out of being into oblivion? 
It was this argument which had special 
weight with the old Greek philosophers. 
They asserted the eternity of the soul in 
order to vindicate its immortality.” The 
Christian conception of Creation does, it is 
true, deprive this argument of its literal force, 
and yet our instinctive belief in immortality 
imphes a half-conscious acceptance of some 
such view of the matter. | 

The intellectual feebleness of infants is 
thought by some to contradict the theory of 
a previous existence, in which, it may be 
supposed, a state of advancement was reach- 
ed. In reply to this, it may be said that the 
infant, marked as is its feebleness in com. 
parison with the full growth of manhood, 
may yet be proficient in human learning as 
compared with a lower order of beings, of 
whose surroundings we neither know nor can 
imagine anything. We must confess that 
the conception of the infant as the product 
of a divine institution lower than our own is 
at once flattering to the pride and soothing 
to the fancy. The opinion that infants do 
not think merely hecause their thoughts do 
not run in the same channels as those of 
their elders is premature and audacious. As 
Dr. Turrzs or Dr. Houtanp so exquisitely 
remarks : 

Who can tell what the baby thinks? 

Who can follow the gossamer links 

By which the manikin feels his way 

Out from the shores of the Great Unknown, 


Blind, and wailing, and alone 
Into the light of day? 


sion. The author we are following, how- 
ever, does not indulge in sentiment. Hecon- 
tradicts\the alleged results of the study of 
infant psychology by holding (1) that the 
nature and extent of the mental furniture 
possessed by children obliges a resort to the 
theory of pre-existence ; (2) that the pres- 
ence of radical evil in the hearts of children 
leads many men of acute observation to be- 
lieve that the human spirit had made choice 
of the evil before its birth into this life; and 
(3) that in the case of second childhood we 
see that the spirit of man is capa 
ble of being divested for a time 
of the a cumulated experience of a long life, 
and of returning to just such a condition as 
that of the child who is but newly gifted with 
the powers of speech and motion. The 
great and good prelate, Frepzrick CurisTran 
von OetincgR, of Wurtemburg (1702-1782), 
became in his old age a devout and innocent 
child, after a long life of usefulness, partly 
spent in the composition of works profound- 
ly speculative as well as thoroughly edifyiny. 
The change began with a gradual loss of 
speech, so that for three years he was dumb. 
Leaving his study and his library, whose 
books were now sealed to him, he would go 
to the streets and sit down on the ground to 


passionate eagerness in their games, and his 
sharing their rapturous delight in field, in 
wood, in flowers, he showed himself as much 
a child as any of his playmates. The waters 
of Styx, which the ancients represented as 
drunk to produce forgetfulness in souls who 
were about to re-enter upon this earthly life, 
were not altogether fabulous.” 

ln this counection occurs a consideration 
of the common experience, in accordance 
with which nearly every person is placed in 
a situation which he indistinctly recalls as 
having known before. Perhaps not much 
dependence is to be placed ou this expe- 
rience. We are, indeed, such stuff as 
dreams are made of, and our little life is 
rounded with a sleep. Our author takes the 
ingenious position with reference to these 
indistinct recollections that they result from 
a mental process akin to the muscular action 
which produces binocular vision. His as- 
sumption is perhaps a trife fantastic; for 
there is just as little evidence of duality in 
the facwities as there is of immortality, and 
the one assumption does not prove nor dis- 
prove the other. Duality in the brain and 
in the nervous organization is, indeed, a 
well-established fact, but it does not extend 
to products of the forces excited by the or- 
ganisms—at least, there is no evidence that it 
does. 


The history of the belief in pre-existence 


can scarcely be traced within the limits of a 


newspaper article. Metempsychosis was a 
fundamental article in the creed of the an- 
cient Buddhists and Brahmans. The Brah- 
man considers absorption in Brahm the sum 
of human felicity; the Buddhist desires 
nothing so much as annihilation. Both look 
forward to the final change as a happy re- 
lease from the dreadful penalties of residence 
in what Mr. Tywpaxt calls the “promise and 
potency of every form of life.” The Greeks 
derived their Pythagorean doctrine from 
India, and our author presumes, on what 
authority we know not, that Pyrragac. 
ons hi visited India. Two cen- 
turies afterwards Prato expanded the doc- 
trine in the Phedrus,” which, the writer 
says, was suggested by the splendid religious 
procession which closed the Pan-Athengzan 
Festival, and in which nearly the whole 
population of the city took part.

GRAIN IN BAGS. 


That Alleged Discrimination 
by the Milwaukee & 
St. Paul. 


A Reporter Goes to the Cream 
City on a Tour of In- 
spection. 


And Is Told the St. Paul Road 
Can Have No Elevator 
Facilities Here. 


And that It Does Ship Grain Here in 
Bulk Under Certain Cir- 
cumstances. 


But Interviews in Chicago Some- 
what Change the State 
of Affairs. 


Allegations that the St. Paul Road Is 
Trying te Force Trade to 
Milwaukee. 


And that if It Chose It Could Build and 
Run an Elevator Here. 


Chicago grain receivers and shippers,. and 
others interested in the grain trade, have for a 
considerable time past complained greatly 
about certain discriminations agaist this city 
inch thev alleged were being made by the 
Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Railroad. 80 
far was the matter carried that last Monday 
evening Ald. Cary offered in the City Council a 
resolution, which was referred to the Commit- 
tee on Judiciary, directing an investigation. 

While the Council is, perhaps. - hardly the 
proper body to investigate the subject, since it 
is beyond its power to remedy any of the 
wrongs complained of, yet the fact remains that 
the people of this city have, or believe they 
have, just cround of complaint against the 
Milwaukee & St. Paul Railroad. It is charged, 
and for that matter vot denied. that the said 
railroad will not accept consignmepts of grain 
for Chicago, otherwise than in bags. Wheat 
and other grain for Milwaukee can be shipped 
in bulk, and this is : 

THE FOREMOST ITEM OF COMPLAINT. 

There is an incidental allegation that dif- 
ferences in rates between the two receiving 
points are made, but so far as shown there is no 
solid ground for complaint in that regard, the 
only discrepancies being where shipments are 
made from points in Wisconsin, in immediate 
contiguity to Milwaukee, and ata considerable 
distance from Chicago. 

In order to elicit the facts in regard to this 
question, one which is of vital interest 
to the grain trade of this city, 
and which strikes directly at the root 
of Chicago’s commercial prosperity, a 
reporter of Tun TRIBUNE was deputed to as- 
certain from the representatives of the railroad. 
and from grain shippers and receivers in Mil- 
waukee and Chicago, what of truth or false- 
hood there might be in the allegations made. 
So wide a difference was found in the state- 
ments of tbe various persons interested, and 80 
great was the conflict between them, that no 
attempt is made to decide as to the merits 
of the case,—the expression of opinion in every 
instance being given without comment. The 
readcr must judge for himself as to where the 
blame attaches. 

MR. ROBERT BLIOT, 
of the firm of Robert Eliot & Co., the founder 
of the Milwaukee grain trade and the largest re- 
ceiver of grain in that citv to-dav, was the first 
person attacked. Mr. Eliot spoke out very 
freely and without reserve. 80 far as he knew 
no such thing as discrimination. existed. Hold- 
ers of grain could ship from any point either to 
Milwaukee or Chicago, as they might elect. 
They were allowed to “hunt a market. It 
— no difference, so far as Mr. Eliot was 
aware, whether the shipments were made from 
a point where competing roads ran 
or otherwise. The Milwaukee & St. Paul 
Railroad shipped from all points in the West to 
Milwaukee or Chicago indifferently at the same 
rates. He had received that morning an ac- 
count of sales from a Chicago house of a car of 
wheat shipped in bulk from Milwaukee to 
Chicago, on which no extra charge was made. 
Last spring and summer when there was a bet- 
ter market tor cash wheat (No. 2) in Chicago 
than in Milwaukee, the firm of Zliot & Co. 
shipped largely to this city, and met with no 
difficuity on the part of the road. They 
would order by telegraph that certain cars 
should be forwarded to Chicago instead of Mil- 


waukee. and in every instance the order was 


compliea with, and without any extra charge 
whatever. All this referred, of course, to grain 


in bulk, and the speaker was at a loss to know 


how the story had arisen. He had noticed in 
Tue Cuicaco Trisune that a set of fools in 
the City Council had brought up the matter 
but failed to see what jurisdiction they had 
in the premises, even if the grossest 
abuses prevailed. In IIIinois it was 
a matter for regulation by the State, and even 
that power had no jurisdiction outside of the 
State limits. The whole yarn had been consid- 
ered in Milwaukee as ing too ridiculous to 
require contradiction by the grain men, and 
they had laugned over it and dismissed it from 
their minds. This sort of thing was eternally 
cropping up, one Board of Trade being always 
jealous of another, and was not even deserving 
of a passing notice. Supposing that shipments 
to Chicago were required to be made in bags, 
it would not be a matter of any importance. 
Bags cost from 20 to 25 cents each, and would 
last six or seven vears (). Having been longer 
engaged in receiving grain than any other man 
in Miiwaukee, Mr. Eliot claimed to speak with 
authority on the subject, and, with the weight 
of all his years of experience at his back, he 
pronounced the story to be 2 pack of rubbish. 

Outside of the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. 
Paul Railroad no person in Milwaukee owns or 
controls an elevator but 

ANGUS SMITH. 

It is allezed that he invented or discovered 
the elevator, and denizens of the Cream city 
point with pride to a most unwieldy building in 
a swamp below the town, which they declare to 
de the largest elevator in the world. For the 
rest, Mr. Smith is a stout-built and somewhat 
jirascibie gentleman of 60, with a wholesome 
dread of reporters, whom he considers as emissa- 
ries of the Evil One, and a general feeling that 
outside of the Creator he and he only is answer- 
able for Milwaukee. its streets, roads, bridges, 
Court-House. hotels, grain trade, and existence.

MR. M’CORMICK, ASSISTANT FREIGHT AGENT, 
was gathered in. He threw an entirely new 
light on the subject, and proved very communi- 
cative, though constantly deploring the absence 
of his chief, ‘‘ who knew all about it.“ Mr. Me- 
Cormick produced the special freight tariff 
for the lowa and Minnesota Divisions, by which 
it appeared that the same rates were charged 
from all points ou that division to Chicago as to 
Milwaukee. But at the foot of this list came 
in the whole point of the storv. ‘Shipments 
of grain to Chicago must be made in bags.“ 
Such was the notice given, and Mr. McCormick 
said it was no new regulation, aud had been iu 
existence for four or five years. The reason 
was that the road he represented had noelevator 
in Chicago, and had to pay sometimes as much 
as $7 acar for running over the tracks of other 
roads to reach the elevators. Where they 
could deliver on track they did so, and 
in the dull times thus obliged their cus- 
tomers. As to discriminating st Chi- 
cago, they couldn’t think o such a 
thing. From all Mississippi River points, and 
from many places in Wisconsin, the charges to 
Chicago were the same as to Milwaukee, al- 
though there was eighty-five miles of extra 
haulage to be dune. Milwaukee people grum- 
bled terribly because Chicago was allowed such 
terms, but the road wanted to accommodate 
both sides. Of course, where shipments were 
made trom points in the immediate vicinity of 
Milwaukee, a slight difference in rates was 
made, as was only reasonable. 

Having thus disposed of the Milwaukeeans, 
and found that, whatever their demerits, they 
at least possessed the facuity of sticking to- 
gether, the reporter turned his attention to 
Chicago grain men. The 
PROPRIETOKS OF ONE OF 

VATORS 
were found, but requested that their names 
should not be used. This being promised, they 
spoke with great {reedom, and completely over- 
turned the whole story of the other side. It 
was quite true that the St. Paul Road 
brought bulk grain to Chicago—when 
they couldn't help it. Shippers from 
competing points obtained the same rates to 
Chicago as to Milwaukee, and could ship in 
bulk. But, where there was no competition, all 
was changed. Then the road said, “Ship to 

Milwaukee or not at all.“ The St. Paul 
did bring bulk grain here for track delivery. 
The real reason in a nutshell was that the St. 
Paul Road owned all the elevators in Milwau- 
kee, and none in Chicago. Butthey could get 
all the elevator facilities they wanted here. 
‘The Fulton and Illinois River elevators were 
open to them without extra charge., 
and ali the grain they could bring to Chicago 
they could find elevator facilities for. They in- 
sisted on shipment to this city in bags in order 
to force skippers to Milwaukee, and did not al- 
low them to choose a market. Where Milwau- 
kee men wanted to transfer,in consequence of 
better markets here, it was allowed in order to 
keep them quiet. It was characteristic of the 
Milwaukee men that they held together won- 
derfully. Milwaukee was a great town, its in- 
spection was beyond cavil, the railroad facili ies 
superb, and its market the best in the world,— 
in the estimation of Milwaukeeans. 

THEN THERE WAS ANOTHER POINT. 
Sept. 4 8.8. Merrill, General Manager of the 
St. Paul Road. issued an order that al! grain 
except that condemned must go into an ele- 
vator. That is, except for worthless grain, such 
as no clevator would take, there is no such thing 
as track-delivery in Milwaukee. No law exists 
in Wisconsin to regulate this matter, and the 
Milwaukee Chamber of Commerce runs the 
whole thing. In Illinois everything is different. 
Grain received in Chicago is held forty-eight hours 
without any charge fordemurrage. This gives the 
receiver an opportunity to sell on track, which 
is often of advantage to him, and where the 
grain is sent in on commissiop, to the shipper 
also. For instance, supposing that a shioment 
of very good wheat is received, the grading of 
which by the Inspector is not sufficiently hich 
to suit the receiver. Having the right to keep 
the car torty-eicht hours, he gets a whole day 
in which to dispose of it by sample. The St. 
Paul Koad can empty their cars in half an hour. 
and send them back for more grain,—an im- 
portant point in busy times. The speaker did 
not blame the road for its action, presuming 
that its managers were looking for business and 
dividends. But it was not fair to Chicago, and 
there was a just ground of complant. 
A RAILROAD MAN. 

Railroad men are proverbially cautious; mind- 
ing their own business severely and letting chat 
of other persons as severeivyalone. it is, there- 
fore, not surprising that the officer of the 
Northwestern Road who was subjected to 
the pumping process yesterday should stipulate 
before be would agree to discourse that his 
name should not be used. You can put 
me down as a prominent offi- 
cial, you know. You fellows know 
how to do that sort of thing better than I can 
tell you.“ The reporter promised that asa 
„prominent official’’ he should appear, and he 
plunged ahead. 

The St. Paul Road does discriminate against 
Chicago, and for the reason that its interests 
are bound up in Milwaukee. But it is ail non- 
sense to say that the road cannot obtain ele- 
vator facilities in Chicago. With twenty miles 
of river frontage there must surely be a spot 
big enough to build an elevator on 
for the St. Paul Road. The truth 
is that the road does not want 
an elevator here. There nevea was a car of 

in (in bulk, ofcourse) brought into Chicago 

y the St. Paul Road but what an elevator could 
be found to handle it. The St. Paul Road cuts 
the Chicago & Pacific about three miles west 
of this city, and might casilyrunin their grain 
over the latter road to the clevator on the North 
Brench,—the Chicago & Pacific elevator. And 
just as soon as the shipments became large 
enough to justify it there woula be 
found men ready to build an eleyator 
large enough for ail the St. Paul Road wanted. 
They are not seeking shipments to Chicago, and 
are discouraging them, giving the preierence 
to Milwaukee. and putting a pressure on the 
shipper. It could not be supposed that the 
Northwestern Road, having acyuired the right 
of way and gone to great expensein laying 
tracks, would allow the Milwaukee & St. Paul 
Road to run over them. They paid taxes on 
several millions of dollars every year, and must 
have some return from their freight. With the 
amount of busivess on their hands they could 
not allow the use of their tracks bv a foreign 
—, if they would, and they wouldn’t if they 
could. 

That is to say,“ said the reporter, that 
you won’t allow the St. Paul Road to reach that 
elevator opposite here (the Air-Line) at any 
price 

No, we will not. They control 3 
in Milwaukee, and we had to buy the land an 
erect our own elevator there. Let them do the 
same in Chicago. They are coming in to the 
Council and asking for franchises, and I suppose 
that is what has stirred up the Coun- 
cil to take action about these discriminations. 
If they want to get tothe river front and the 
Council see they want to do so, they will get the 
right-of-way quick enough. Chicago people 
complain because we haul grain to Milwaukee 
from a number of points on our road at the 
same figures as we do to Chicago, but we do 
that to give the. shipper a choice of markets. 
Let the St. Paul Road do the same, and there 
will be no trouble. 


COTTON. 

Wasnuincton, D. C., Sept. 15.—The statis- 
tielan of the Department of Agriculture reports 
the condition of cotton the first week in Sep- 
tember as averaging tor the whole cotton beit 
the same as in September last year. Florida, 
Alabama, Mississippi, Louisiana, Arkansas, and 
Tennessee make higher averages than in 1876. 
The Carolinas, Georgia, and Texas report less 
favorably, the greatest reduction being in fex- 
as. As compared with last month, Florida, Ar- 
kansas, and Tennessee only report improve- 
ment. The percentages of condition are as fol- 
lows: North Carolina, 83; South Carolina, 85; 
Georgia, 73; Fiorida, 94; Alabama, 91; Mississip- 
pi, 88; Louisiana, #2; Texas, 70; Arkansas, 99; 
Tennessee, 100. The caterpillar is present in 
all the Gulf States and in South Carolina, but 
has done little damage as yet, except in Texas. 
In several parishes in Louisiana the loss is con- 
siderable from this cause. Where it has made 
a late appearaee it will be rather an injury to 
the crop. In Atlantic States there is much 
complaint of t, mainly resulting from 
drought, but in some counties from injury by 
beating storms. In this section the growth is 
late, and the effects of frost in shortening the 
harvest is feared.

THE TURF. 
THE DEXTER PARK FALL MEETING. 

Tuesday of the present week Col. Mansur 
will the first regular fall meeting 
held at Park since it passed into his 
control. Heretofore it has been considered 
enough to give two July meetings, the first 
being devoted principally to runners, but the 
interest taken in turf sports last season in- 
duced the Vexter Park management to give a 
trotting meeting in June this year, which, as 
the public is already aware, was not a success, 
the local horsemen, with scarcely an exception, 
preferring to take their chances in the Michigan 


circuit, where, it is pleasing to record, they were 


effectually cleaned out, a punishment they 
deserve to have overtake them every time they 
urge the Chicago track to give a meeting for 
their especial benefit and then at the last mo- 
ment speak across the lake in the hope of strik- 
ing something soft,“ each one having as- 
siduously lied to all the others in order that he 
might reap the full benefitof the Michigan 
harvest while they were fighting each 
other in Chicago. The July meetings—and 
especialiy the second one—were so well patron- 
ized, and the sport of such a superior order, 
that Mr. Mansur conceived the idea of giving a 
fall meeting, which idea he will this week carry 
into execution. Of course, at this time it is im- 
possible to predict what measure of success 
awaits him. In other cities fall meetings are 
well attended and successful, and there is no 
earthly reason why Chicago should be any ex- 
ception to the general rule. The flelds of 
horses in each race are large, and compesed of 
animals whose performances cannot fail to in- 
terest. On the first day the 2:40 and 2:31 
classes will be trotted. In the former the 
starters will be Dan Vosburgh, Tempest, Quak- 
er Girl, DuPage, John Hall, Frank G., Jack Car- 
ter, Punch, Mambrino General, and Hesing Jr. 
Scveral of these are owned in Chicago, and, al- 
though they are known to be guod ones, it is 
not improbable that the money will be carried 
eff by the outside delegation, several members 
of which are credited with great speed. The 
2:31 race will call out a quartet of fine 
performers in the celebrat mare Ellen 
C., owned by Stephen Bull, of Racine, and 
well known throughout Wisconsin as the 
Fields Mare“; Lady Voorhies, a noted Michigan 
trotter; Belle Moore, a mare that went through 
the Eastern cireuit; aud H. H. Yates’ well-bred 
and speedy mare Lady Mac. Any of this field 
is able to trot their heats better then 30, and, 
should the track be good on the day of the race, 
a most exciting contest may be looked for. 

The three-minute horses, and those of the 
2:25 class, will ight for honors and the money 
hung up on the second day. For the first race, 
Prairie Bird, Frank, Anme Belle, Minnie Tay- 
lor, Vira, Ethal, and Gypsy Girl are named to 
start, and, although none of them have a fast 
record,.several have taken part in races and 
demonstrated their ability to foot very fast. 
The 2:25 race will, without doubt, be one of the 
most interesting of the meeting, as the well- 
known flyers Rose of Washington, Capt. Jack, 
Lady H., and Herod are in it, and it is a cer- 
tainty that the one who wins will lower his 
record considerably. 

On the third day the 2:28 and 2:35 horses will 
put in an appearance. The frst- mentioned race 
wil] be sure to give the spectators plenty of fun 


for their money, as a large field, including 


Frank Davis, Gray Charlie, Emerald, G. T 
Pilot, Allen, Biliy O'Neill, Belle Moore, and 
Bricht wood. is booked to appear. Considerabie 
interest will attach to the performance of 
Brightwood, owing to his highly successful ca- 
reer in the Lilinois circuit, where be was several 
times protested on the ground that he was the 
New York trotter Moore under an assumed 
name. The 2:35 race will bring out the Chica- 
go horse Shepherd Box, who bas achieved quite 
areputation this season as a second-moncy 
horse, and who will be driven by the handsome 
and irrepressible Nosey’’ Brown, John Hall. 
Sollie K., owned by Mr. Waixel, of this city, 
Roofer, Jr., Blind Billy, Punch, and Mambrino 
General. 

The programine for the fourth and closing 
day of the meeting has not been fully arranged. 
The 2:50 race, which is to be trotted on that 
day, will have for contestants Tempest, DuPage, 
Frank Durando, Anna Belle, Ferre, Prairie Lily, 
Ethal, and Gypsy Girl. In place of the free- 
for-all, which did not fill, an equally interesting 
race will be substituted. 

LADY GRANT AGAIN, 

Not long ago Tur Taten published the 
alleged facts in relation to a mare called Lady 
Grant, owned by a man named Trask, who lives 
at Utego. Trask claimed that a mile in 2:14 was 
a com tively easy feat tor this extraordinary 
animal to accomplish, and in a communication 
to a Poiladeiphia paper asked that some com- 
petent persons come out to his place and judge 
for themselves of her merits. As nobody put 
faith enough in bis yarn to squander the 
amount necessary for car fare, the visit was not 
made. Mr. Trask has come to the front again 
with another communication, in which he says 
that the doubts expressed by the papers as to 
the track on which Lady Grant’s wonderful 
time is sald to have been made were wrong. 
The mare, he says, did not confine her opera- 
tions entirely to the Otego track, but has been 
speeded a mile on the Unadilla track, which is 
a very poor one, in 2:14. The irrepressible 
Trask further asserts that the day on which 
this feat was accomplished was a very 
hot and dusty one, and 80 great 
was the dust raised by his beast that he could 
scarcely see to drive her. He also claims that 
onthe Ist day of September she trotted the 
Otego track in 2:08, and calmly assures the pub- 
lic that this track is a trifle over a mile, adding, 
with great cheerfulness, “I do not wish 
to guy or deceive, but state- simple fact.” After 
this statement, the reader is naturally prepared 
for the announcement that Mr. Trask is willing 
to dispose of his mare. His terms are reasona- 
ble, however. He will sell her for $50,000, and 
warrant her to beat 2:14; or ke wiil raise the 

rice to $100,000, and agree to drive her a mile 

n two minutes on a good mile-track, asserting 
that heretofore she has done all her trotting on 
a half-mile track. 

Where is Bonner im this emergency! He 
should at once detail “my brother David” to 
visit Mr, Trask and see that mare trot. The ex- 
pense of the journey would not be great, and 
if, as many people suspect, Mr. Trask is merely 
an untrammeled liar, it would be worth the price 
of a round-trip ticket to Otego and return mere- 
ly to gaze upon him. 

BRIGHTWOOD AND LADY KEYES. 

The bay gelding Brightwood, that trotted and 
won all the races in which he started in the II- 
linoia Circuit, was protested by the owners of 
other horses, it being claimed that he was trav- 
eling under an assumed name, and that he had 
a fast reeord. At first it was thought that 
Brightwood and a New York horse called The 
Mobse were identical, but investigation explod- 
ed this theory. The men who have interested 
themselves in exposing this alleged ringer are 
now confident that they are on the right track, 
and will soon satisfy themselves. A horseman 
named Hawley swears positively that Brigut- 
wood is the horse Clover that obtained a record 
of 2:824 at Fleetwood Park in June, 1876. His 
affiiavit to that effect has been forwarded to 
the Associations at Eariville and Mendota, 
which still refuse to pay the purses won by 
Brightwood at their meetings. Should the 
charge that Brightwood isa “ringer” be sus- 
tained, the first money in races won by him at 
the above-named places will go to the gray geld- 
ing Sheppard Boy, of this city.

The Frolic was not pres- 
ent, but will report this morning. , 

It would have been difficult forthe Club to 
have selected a more propitious occasion fora 
cruise than yesterday eveniug proved to be. To 
say that the even-tide was beautiful would con- 
vey but a faint idea of the loveliness which Na- 
ture seemed to have assumed for the occasion. 
As the boats started a picasant breeze was biow- 
ing from a poipt south of west, and scarcely a 
ripple disturbéd the waters of the lake.

This he did 
about a month ago, when this match was first 
talked of. He will uow back Ennis for his 
whole $500. The walk is to come off in New 
York City. 

The articles of agreement are in substance as 
follows: That John Ennis and Daniel OU’ Leary 
are to walk a match of 100 miles, for 
a side; to take place in New “York 
City, in either the Hippodrome Building, 
at the Rink at Sixty-third street, or in 
any other suitable building to be ob- 
tained. There is to be no coaching 
aliowed. Attendants will be allowed on the 
track to hand food and drink to the walkers.

NEW STEAM STREET-CAR. 

A new steam street-car, from the Baldwin 
Motor Works, arrived in this yw J vesterday 
from Philadelphia for the Lawndale Railroad. 
A full description of the motor appeared in Tus 
TRIBUNE some time since. This car was on ex- 
hibition up to 3 o’clock yesterday afternoon at

COLONIZATION. 
EMIGRATION TO KANSA%. 

About a week ago several men of family, who 
were out of work and had no prospects of pro- 
curing employment in this city, came to the con- 
clusion that the best thing they could do would 
be to emigrate to Kansas. They talked the 
matter over among themselves and with others, 
and in three or four days got about fifty ver- 
sons interested in the project. The first meet- 
ing of the proposed colony was held yesterday 
morning at No. 57 Dearborn street, and their 
action indicates that they mean business. They 
have no particular objective point in view, but 
the country between Kinsley and Dodge 
City, on the Atchison, Topeka & 
Santa Fe Railroad, having been pted as 
desirable, they purpose finding out if it is so. 
After signing an agreement to take so much 
land apiece, a committee, consisting of W. V. 
Johnson, Levi Wing, Charles Newberry, and K. 
A. Shaw, was appointed to visit that locality 
and report upon its advantages. An assessment 
of $4 each was made on every member to defray 
the expenses. The gentlemen named will start 
at once, and are ex to submit the result 
of their investigations at a meeting to be held 
two weeks hence. Should the place men- 
tioned prove to be undesirable, the Committee 
will visit other localities, their instructions being 
to find land which will give satisfaction. 80 it 
is reasonably sure that within six weeks at least 
100 people will bid good-by to Chicago and se- 
cure homes in Kansas. 

COMMERUIAL CO-OPERATION. 

The Germans have also organized a Coloniza- 
tion Society, and the scheme of the projectors 
is not only a unique but a good one. It is to be 
Known as the Chicago Colonization Association, 
and a charter is to be secured. The first meet- 
ing was held on the 9th inst., and the tollewing 
officers elected: President, William Koch; 
Vice-Presiaent, Herr Roth; Secretary, A. G. 
Lott; Treasurer, B. Kiel. About seventy-five 
have already signed the roll. All the members 
are workingmeu, and the majority of them have 
families. Asarule they have not the means to 
carry out their desires to locate on Western 
lands. And it is the manner of supplying them 
with funds which 1s the peculiar feature of the 
project. It is proposed to appeal to men who 
will de benefited by the establishment of the 
colonies to furnish the money to enable the emi- 
grants to reach their destination and commence 
farm work. Interest will be paid on the 
advances, and liens given on the land as securi- 
ty. The Society will have its headquarters in 
this city, and send out squads of # hundred or 
more twice a year, cach party to settle in a dif- 
ferent locality. The second meeting of the As- 
sociation was held at No. 45 North Clark street 
last evening, and a constitution adopted. A 
committee was also appointed to present the 
scheme to business men, with a view of induc- 
ing them to aid in carrving it out by loaning 
the emigrants the mouey necessary to realize 
their wishes. Thus far no particular section of 
the West has been decided upon as objective 
ints, but it is probable that Southern Nebras- 
Kansas, or Dakota will be selected.

The report 1 the Committee on Outstanding 
Claims was taken up. 

Mr. Mason said it was conceded that those 
town orders were nally issued for excessive 
salaries, and contended that tne action of the 
County Board was unconstitutional. 

Justice Haines said he did not think the 1 
had any legal right to divert the money from 
the — e for which it was intended. A tax 
levy had been made and the money collected, 
aud therefore the fown Board should devote 
the funds to the payment of the claims against 
the town. He was of the opinion 
that the Supreme Court would s6us- 
tain the claimants. He wanted to 
know whatthey were going to do with the 
money. They could not return it. The orders 
had been purchased on the strength of the tax, 
and it was their duty, as trustees, to apply the 
money for the purpose for which it was in- 
tended. Ifthey tailed so to do the persons 
holding the orders could compel them to pay. 

. indorsed Mr. Mason’s remarks, and 
in reply to Justice Haines, about the disposition 
of the money, said that matter could be casily 
arranged by and by. He said there had been 
doubie-dealing by the ola Town Board, and their 
action was all wrong; and no bil) that was 
wrong snould have his vote. 

Justice Haines asked him what he would do 
with the money, aad Mr. King said that he did 
not think the Supreme Court would compel 
them to pay it over. 

Justice D’ Wolf spoke briefly in opposition to 
the allowance of the claims. 

Justice Meech said if theclaims had been 
audited by the old Board, and there was a 
record of it on the town books, they should pass 
upon them. 

Justice Foote said if that old Board did audit 
the claims it was not for them to pass on them 

Justice Wallace spoke on the subject. and 
Justice Summerfield said the members of the 
Board differed as ( the legal status of the mat- 
ter, and thought it would be better to submit it 
to competent legal authority, and made a mo- 
tion that action on the claims be postponed 
until legal advice had been taken. 

The question on the motion to allow all the 
claims was put, and lost by a vote of 5 to 3— 
Summerfield, Meech, and Haines voting aye. 

The claims of Gruenhut, $100, and Schank, 
$200, were not allowed, Justice Haines only 
voting aye, tor che reason he had given. 

Pat Cleary’s order of $500 was disaliowed by 
5 to 3. 

The claim of the National Bank of Commerce, 
for $2,200, winch included Lappan's salary in 
1872, was not allowed by 6 to 2,— Haines and 
Meech voting aye. 

A claim for 8800, on Tappan's order, held by 
Field, Benedict & Co., was allowed. 

J. V. Farwell & Co.’s claim for $2,100, on 
Isaas Pflaum’s and Julius Rodbertus’ orders, 
was not allowed by 4 to 4. 

F. Schloesser’s claim of $425, for rent of 
rooms, etc., was recommended by the Commit- 
tee, but was voted upon adversely after Mr. 
King had moved to allow $150.

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THE MORMONS. 
A SUMMARY OF THEIR THEOLOGY. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

CmcaGo, Sept. 14.—Since the death of Brig- 
ham Young, who for nearly thirty years was the 
head of the Mormon Church in Utah, the atten- 
tion of the country has been directed anew to 


de singular people whom he led, whose religion 


has always been an enigma, and whose future is 


now the subject of much speculation. 

Several years ago, when a resident of Utah, I 
devoted my leisure hours for a year or more to 
the study of the theology—if theology it can 
be called—of the Church of the Latter-Day 
Saints. Its creed has never been formulated, 
and few of the ‘‘Gentile”’ world have ever 
known all of its peculiar tenets and teachings. 
From a careful study of Pratt's Key to Theol- 
ogy," “Celestial Marriage,“ and Material- 
ism,” The Doctrines and Covenant,” The 
Book of Mormon,” and a half-score of other 
works of that character, the following epitome 
of its creed came as the result.

John Taylor, Senior Apostle of the Mormon 
Church. and by virtue thereof President of the 
quorum of elve Apostles, now occupies 
nominally the same position Brigham Young 
did for three years after Joseph Smith’s death. 
He is not ident of the Church,“ as might 
be inferred from yesterday’s telegrams, but

When the mob 
fired into the room, Taylor stood at the door 
knocking down the guns with his cane, and in 
the contest was shot with four balis. When 
Hyrum Smith fell dead, Joseph attempted to 
leap from the window, was shot in the attempt, 
and fell on the outside. At this the mob ran 
around the building, and in the melee Richards 
carried Taylor to another room and covered 
him with bed-clothes, expecting himself to be 
killed. But the death of the Smiths satisfied 


the mob; Richards escaped unhurt, and Taylor 


recovered after a long illness. He still carries 
two balls in his body, another passed entirely 
through him, and the fourth struck an old 
* ball’s-eye2’ watch in his vest pocket, stop- 
ping the sat5o’clock and 16 minutes p. 
m., which is marked by the Saints as the “ sol- 
emn hour,’’—that is, of the Provhet’s death. 
Taylor afterward became very successful as a 
missionary, and is the wealthiest of the Apos- 
tles. He is, however, probably the bitterest 
enemy of the United States in the whole quo- 
rum. In inost ot the discussions with the Gen- 
tile world, he has conducted the constitutional 
and legal lines of the Mormon defense. He had 
three polygamous wives many years ago, but 
his legal wife, Leonora, died in 1869. The laws 
passed by the Utah Legislature have mostly 
been put in shape by him, as he has some le 
talent, and as a writer he is second only to Or- 
son Pratt. His abilitics are of a totally differ- 
ent order from Brigham’s, but, all things con- 
sidered, he is probably the best man the Mor- 
mons could select if they ever choose a successor. 


THE PRAYER TEST. 

HOW AN ENGLISH PHILANTHROPIST CARRIED 
ON HIS CHARITABLE WORK, RELYING ON 
PRAYER TO SUPPLY THE MEANS. 

New York Tribune, 4th. 

The story of a successful trust upon prayer 
alone to procure the money needed to live and 
carry on a charitable object was told last even- 
ing by the Rev. George Muller, at Dr. Buding- 
ton’s Church, in Brooklyn. Every pew was 
filled. The liveliest interest was manifested 
while the English philanthropist told his story. 
In front of the speaker sat Mrs. Muller an old 
lady, whose pleasant face and child-like ex- 
pression of countenance characterized her as a 
fitting companion to a husband so strong in the 
faith. She was absorbed in the address, and 
often reflected her husband’s earnestness of 
manner. When he said that after receiving the 
needed funds in answer to prayer, the orphans 
failed to appear because he hadn’t prayed for 
them, she burst into a merry little laugh, while 
the audience broke out in a substantial smile. 

Mr. Muller speaks with an energy that does 
not often accompany seventy-two years, al- 
though he does not descend to ranting. He is 
tall, of soldierly bearing, and his gray hair is 
well brushed back from a high forehead. His 
elocution is strongly marked with a German ac- 
cent, but he speaks with the earnestness of 
thorough conviction. He is a native of Krop- 
penstadt, Prussia, was graduated at Haile, and 
went to England in 1829. In 1830 he became a 
pastor of a small independent chapel at Teign- 
mouth. He soon refused to receive any salary, 
believing that God would provide for all finan- 
cial necessities in direct answer to prayer. This 
theory he carried out in 182, when a pastor 
at Bristol, and his only salary consisted of 
voluntary contributions, and at the close of 1833 
four schools were under his control. He soon 
enlarged the scope of his benevolent enterprises 
and, after hiring a house for an orphanave in 
1836, by June, 1337, over $5,000 had been volun- 
tarily contributed. The orphans quickly in- 
creased in numbers, and in 1845 he began to 
pray for-$50,000, with which to erect a large 
building and mect current expenses. Gifts be- 
gan to appear in December, when $5,000 came 
in, and in the following July $10,250. By Jan- 
uary, 1847, about $46,000, in addition to what 
was necessary for current expenses, had been 
received, and in 1850 his annual receipts reached 
in ali 840.000, which, Mr. Muller said, came with- 
out solicitation in answer to prayer. 

He kept on praying, and in January, 1851, be 
received 835,000; in 1852, $7,500, and in 1853, 
$65,500. He also received during the year end- 
ing May, 1870, $189,375, with which 189 mission- 
aries and 122 schools were supported or assisted, 
2.261 orphans maintained, and 47,413 Bibles dis- 
tributed. From October, 1530, to May, 1874, be 
received, in all, $3,985,000, by means of which 

800 children were taught, 457,000 Bibles dis- 
tributed, 50,000,000 tracts circulated, 4,408 or- 
phans and 10 missionaries supported. The five 
orphan houses are vested in a board of Trustees, 
but they have no endowments, a Mr. Muller's 
theory is that money will be forthcoming when 
Needed. He is now pastor of a church with a 
membership of 900. 

After the rendering of Jesus, Lover of My 
Soul,“ by the choir, and reading of Scripture by 
Dr. Budington, Mr. Muller spoke, in substance, 
as follows: ; 

Iam notin the habit of speaking thus pub- 
licly of the institution of which I am the found- 
er, except when I am particularly requested to 
do so, lest it be supposed that I am traveling in 
order to put the institution before the public. 
This is not why I came among the dear Chris- 
tian friends in the United States, but simply so 
that, in my feeble way, I might seek to benefit 
young believers in the Lord with the experience 
which 1 have had during the last fifteen years in 
His service. I was brought up to be a clergy- 
man, and after studying at a theological insti- 
tute, I finally made up my mind to go to En- 
gland and came first. to Plymouth. I labored 
there for two and a half years, and accepted a 
call from Bristol. After a time it seemed best 
for various reasons that I should have no sal- 
ary, but should leave the matter entirely in the 
hands of the Lord. Solsaid to the church in 
October, 1829, that I po longer expected a 
stated salary, but would Icave it to their love to 
supply me voluntarily, just as they pleased to 
do. t have been going on now for forty-seven 
years, simply dependent on the Lord for my 
necessities, both as pastor of the church and 
Director of the institution, to which [ have 

iven the greater part oPmytime. But while 
say this, it might be supposed that I had not 
the least income whatever. If any one sup- 
poses I have been a loser and a sufferer. 
he witli be entirely mistaken, for the 

Lord graciously supplied me with all 

{ have needed, and, generally speak- 

ing, I had abundance; and assistance came, 

not only from England, but even trom Scot- 
iand, Ireland, Canada, and the United States 
itself, and from New York. so that in all parts 
of the world the Lord has touched the hearts of 

Hie people to supply any temporal necessities. 

So sometimes [ have been without any money 

whatever: generally I have had abundance, but 

sometimes nothing.— not only all money gone, 
but a few times all provisions gone. and then, 
in childlike simplicity. I fell on ny knees and 
asked the Lord to supply me, and often, in the 
very moment of prayer. there was a knock at 
the door, and there was some one with relief. 

This was vot once or twice, but many, 

many times that the Lord proved that though 

Elijah is dead the God of Elijah is still living, 

— that in the nineteenth century He is as 

ready to answer the prayer of His children as 

vears ago. 

92 — Any my mind, when God answered my 

prayer in this way, that I might provide for the 

many neglected orpnan children by trusting in 

God for the needed money.

THE SHAKERS. 
THEIR PECULIAR FORMS OF WORSHIP. 
Correspondence Detroit Post. 

PITTSFIELD, Mass., Sept. 2.—Though I was 
brought up in New England, not fifty miles from 
some of their settlements, my only idea of 
these peculiar people [Shakers] was that they 
made an unpleasant apple-sauce, tasting of 
cider and brown sugar; that they wore hideous 
and ungainly garments, and that Cupid and 
Hymen claimed no share of their devotions. 
This being our last Sunday in Berkshire, our 
host proposed we should drive to Lebanon and 
witness their strange worship. Behold us then 
mounted in alight wagon with a pair of horses 
that trotted up the steep hills with a cheerful 
serenity which would astonish our Western 
steeds. The air was bright and crisp like our Octo- 
ber, and the whole distance one lovely panorama 
of wooded hills, green valleys, clear mountain 
streams, smiling villages, bits of forest road, 
and all the charming variety which, to those 
who have seen it, is comprised in the name of 
Berkshire County. Only too quickly were those 
eight miles done,“ and I think the drive 
would have enabled me to listen patiently to 
ouc of ——’s long sermons. Fortunately no 
such trial was in store for us. I must not for- 
get to mention that the moment we crossed the 
borders of Shakerdom the signs of material 
prosperity were abundant. New England is 
generally thought a thriftv land, but nowhere 
else did we see stone walls so solid, barns so 
large, paint so fresh, orchards so fruitful, and 
hard times so far away. Probably the time 
we foolishly fritter away upon courtship and 
marriage is by them devoted to general repairs. 
There is certainly something pleasant to the 
casual mind when diving down into one of 
these snug valleys. No sign of poverty or 
crime is visible, not even shiftlessness, nothing 
but perfect order and spotless neatness. 

The church was a large building with a round- 
ed roof, unmarked by a spire, but distinguishea 
by the long lines of carriages, buggies, and 
stage-coaches standing in front, which had 
brought world’s people like ourselves from 
miles around. There were two doors, and we 
ladies meekly entered the women’s side and 
took our seats upon benches among the 200 or 
300 spectators. The service had already com- 
menced, and this is what we saw: A large hall 
with a polished hard-wood floor, white-washed 
walls relieved by wood-work and window-casings 
of light blue. In the centre of the room stood 
acircle of about thirty men and women, who 
sang hymns ina sonorous and inspiring man- 
ner, that reminded me of a camp-meeting. 
Around them marched two long processions, 
they waved their hands constantly from the cen- 
tre; outward, in a sort of rythinic accordance 
with the music, afd their steps had a 
bounding movement, which was the only 
approach saw to the so-called 
dancing. The two lines of moving 
forms passed and re each other 
ina winding figure which was not ungraceful. 
It reminded me of a vouthful 
„ Threading the Needle.” The slight inclina- 
tion to laugh which I felt upon entering passed 
away almost instantly, and was succeeded by a 
sort of weird fascination as I watched them. 
At the end of each hymn they became motion- 
less as statues, until the leader of the choir se- 
lected and pitched the next tune, when the 
singing, the waving of hands, and the mystic 
figures were resumed. 

But I have forgotten, what it is strange a 
woman should forget, their clothes. For the 
men, I can only say that they bore a general 
resemblance to the early style of wood-cuts 
which ornamented the“ Kollo Books“ and the 
New England Primer, but as I am more familiar 
with feminine garments I will venture to be 
more explicit. Allow me to premise that none 
of these women resembled Mr. Mantilini’s 
Countess, withthe dem fine outline,” but 
rather the unfortunate Duchess who had no out- 
lime at all. Imagine agrey skirt of some woolen 
material, scant and short, guiltless of gores 
or crinoline, attached to a very short waist; over 
the shoulders a small, three-cornered white 
shawl, the hair strained tightly back from the 
face and covered with a stiff, white cap. Venus 
herself would be a dowdy in such a dress, and, 
alas, the Sisters were not Venuses! How thank- 
ful I felt as I looked at them for the resources 
of fashion, for the French corseta, and false 
hair, the ribbons, laces, and silks, and all the 
cunning devices that conceal our defects or 
heighten our beauties. It struck me, too, asa 
singular fact that all the Shakers were thin,— 
most of them attenuated, and I sought in vain 
for a philosophical explanation; food was abun- 
dant; anxiety could have no existence in those 
placid lives; the ordinar hopes and fears of hu- 
manitv have no place in a routine as monotonous 
as the cloister. Why, then, were they not fat 
and comfortable? I also noticed in their faces 
that absence of all expression, that wooden- 
ness, 80 to speak, always observable 
in those whose fate is fixed, whether 
in the prison-cell, behind the convent 
Frille,“ or in this voluntary separation from 
the grand drama of human life. Oh! how far 
preferable the losses and gains, the joys and 
sorrows of our ordinary existence than this dead 
level of material prosperity. After six or seven 
bymns had been sung, the ranks divided, leav- 
ing the sisters on one side and the brethren on 
the other, profanely suggesting an old-fashioned 
contra dance,“ but I felt repuked for the 
levity of my thought, when suddenly all sank 
on their knees in silent praver. It is a strange 
fact that po act of worship anywhere is so 
solemn as this, no spoken words so cloquent, 
no gorgeous ceremonial so effective, and the 
hush that falls upon a Catholic cathedral at the 
elevation of the Host is not more impressive 
than was the unbroken silence of that plain 
Shaker meeting-house,“ with the rows of 
motionless figures knecling upon the bare floor. 
This act of devotion accomplished they rose and 
brought forward benches, then seating them- 
selves, spread their clean handkerchiefs care- 
fully over their knees, and with folded arms 
prepared to listen to the sermon. 

A tall man with jet black hair and beard, and 
certain rude cloquence of manner, com- 
menced an address which ought to bave had for 
its text St. Luise, chap. xxiii., v. ii. Of course 
all readers of the Fosk. are too familiar with 
their Bible to need more explicit quotation. 1 
do not dare to tax your patience with the whole 
of Brother Thomas’ dissourse, but in substance 
he stated that they believed in three things, 
peace, purity, and prosperity; that they abbor- 
red three other thiugs, war, want, and wedlock! 
He said we are the practical philosophers who 
are solving by our lives the social probiems of 
the age. The quarrel between labor and capital, 
the great questions of crime and pauperism, 
have no terrors for us. We have no jails, no 
poor-houses, no divorces, no unwelcome chil- 
dren; peither millionaires nor beggars exist 
among us.“ For balf an hour he continued in 
a strain of self-laudation, mingied with severe 
criticism of all outside his own community. I 
wondered inwardly what need any of them 
felt of divine assistance, as they seemed 
so wholly’ satisfied with their own 
achievements. ko do the man justice he made 
a strong plea fora wholly unnatural mode of 
life, yo apie by texts of Scripture twisted 
from their real meaning as adroitly as if he had 
been trained a Jesuit in the Roman propaganda. 
Then we were dismissed, and as the world’s 
people issued gaily forth, and with much chat- 
ting and laugbing climbed into the high wagons 
and stage-coaches, and drove merrily homeward, 
two solemn lines of Shakers filed silently down 
the walks and entered the square. substantial, 
but rovless-looking houses of their so-called 
„families.“

Whenever one of our members is sick, 
the Angst and elders are sent for, and they go 
to his bedside with the consecrated emblems 
which are kept in the altar; and often good re-

Inthe Church there are the apos- 
tles, and then prophets, evangelists, and pas- 
tors.

GERMAN DEACONESSES. 

A ecrrespondent fora London paper writes 
concerning the celebrated Kaiserswerth Insti- 
tute of German Deaconesses, near Dusseldorf, 
in Rhenish Prussia: Ou March 1 of the pres- 
ent year there were belonging to the Institate 

nesses, 118 probationary sisters, or 

novices, and twelve pupils on preliminary trial. 
Three Deaconesses, who are still in the active 
discharge of their duties, celebrated their twen- 
ty-fifth year of membership at Whitsuntide, 
1876. During the forty years of the existence 
of the Institute 940 persons have been admitted 
to the full rank and privilege of Deacon- 
esses. Only ninety-two have died in the mem- 
bership of the Institute, while 418 have quit- 
ted it on various grounds. Of these latter,seventy 
leftin order to take care of their parents, who 
had become incapacitated for maintaining them- 
selves; 129 left to be married; and when the 
other central establishment of Bethany was be- 
ing founded at Berlin, seven sisters migrated 
from Kaiserswerth to assist in the organization 
of the new house. Of the 430 Deaconesses at 
resent belonging to the Kaiserswerth commun- 
ty, 137 have been members for less than five 
ears, 122 between five and ten years, eighty-five 


stween ten and fifteen, thirty-four between fi- 


teen and twenty, thirty-three between twenty 
and twenty-five, ten between twenty-five and 
thirty, and nine have been members for more 
than thirty yeam. It is clear that the avoca- 
tions of the sisterhood are not incompatible 
with health. It is also to be observed 
that they do not involve any clositered 
withdrawal from the course of ordinary life, nor 
renunciation of all interest in its affairs; on the 
contrary, the sisters keep themselves in close 
contact with the daily pursuits and cares of the 
people among whom they live. The sisterhood 
give their services in 55 hospitals for the sick, 21 
orphanges and refuges for the poor, 40 ä 
munes,—I. e., 2 visitors of We 
and poo.,—18 Is and train establish- 
ments, 24 infant schools, 6 servants’ training in- 
stitutions, 2 asylums, 20 Sunday-schools, and 
schools for needlework and similar handiwork, 
4 lodging-houses for single workwomen. The 
number of ns directly benefited bv the. 
services of the sisters is set down at 40,000.“

MME. RIVE-KING.

The public have taken a great interest in the 
matter, for the reason that the Fifth Avenue 
Theatre has always been a popular place of 
and one of the few where the 
greatest attention was paid to stage-dressing 
and appropriate mounting of the plays pro- 
duced. Two weeks agol wrote you that Mr. 
Daly was so seriously embarrassed as to be 
largely in debt to some of the actors who have 
followed his fortunes for several years.

He is not bankrupt, nor has 
he failed, but he is simply too much embarrass- 
ed to continue an enterprise which has cost him 
a large sum of money, and regarding which the 
prospect of success was exceedingly poor.

In the rear of the Fifth Avenue Hotel there 
was a neat, cosy little theatre which Jim Fisk 
had altered over from a minstrel hall to an 
opera-house, and therein established his mo- 
tress, Irma, the singer of opera boutfe and 
ogler of men. This weut swimmingly for a time, 
or until Josie Manstield ap upon the 
scene, and oustea Irma from her place at the 
head of Fisk’s harem.
